To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Wainford  Rural  District* 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  yoar  1950. 

As  you  aro  aware,  I  have  been  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
since  your  previous  Medical  Officer,  Dr*  H*  C.  G.  Pedlar,  retired 
on  the  21st.  September,  1950.  My  other  duties  have  made  it  necessary 
for  me  to  confine  my  attention  to  emergencies,  and  I  would  like  to 
record  ray  thanks  for  the  help  I  have  received  from  your  other  Officers, 
Mr.  Collins,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  in  particular  having  given  mo 
much  valuable  assistance. 

Examination  of  the  statistics  embodied  in  this  report  confirm 
that  Wainford  has  enjoyed  a  healthy  yoar.  Whilst  it  is  unwise  to 
draw  any  firm  conclusions  from  such  small  numbers,  it  may  bo^notea 
that  the  birth  rate  is  above  the  average  for  the  country,  whilst 
the  death  rate  is  just  below. 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles,  mostly  among  the  school  _ 
population,  the  area  was  very  free  from  infectious  diseases.  Ono 
case  o'f  infantile  paralysis  occurred  from  which  the  patient,  a 
serving  sailor,  made  a  full  recovery.

TUBERCULOSIS 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  24  cases  on  the  register. 
During  1950  two  new  cases  wore  notified,  one  females  aged  50  and  one 
males  aged  51.  One  male  and  one  ■* enale  death  occurred,  leaving  at 
tho  end  of  tho  year  24  cases  on  the  register.

MILK 


Tho  County  Public  Health  staff  took  samples  of  milk  and  of  these- 

14  were  found  to  bo  free  from  tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella 
organisms. 

1  brucella  infection  was  reported  and  acting  as  District  Medical 
Officer,  I  diverted  tho  milk  for  heat  treatment. 

Tubercle  baclli  wore  isolated  from  one  sample,  but  in  spite  of 
investigations  by  the  Votinary  Inspector,  no  final  conclusion 
was  reached. 

HOUSING- 

Twenty- six  houses  were  completed  by  the  authority  during  the 
year. 

A  total  of  twenty  now  permanent  houses  wore  in  course  of  erection 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Pour  new  houses  were  built  b3^  private  enterprise  during  the 
year  and  a  further  six  had  been  commenecod. 

No  temporary  housing  was  provided.

HATER  SUPPLY. 


QUANTITY  The  Council  continued  the  emergency  cartage  of  water  by 
contractors  throughout  the  whole  year  owing  to  increased  demand  from 
rate  payers  for  a  safe  water  supply  free  from  undesirable,  phyisical 
characteristics  such  as  rust  and  taste. 


QUALITY  Twenty- four  water  samples  were  submitted  to  the  bacterio¬ 
logist,  eleven  of  which  were  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory,  a 
greater  percentage  being  from  shallow  -wells  with  one  sample  from  a 
bore  supply.  The  remaining ! thirteen  samples  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  analyses  were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratories 
at  Ipswich  and  Norwich.

A  weekly  back  door  collection  being  in  operation  in  the  built  up  pc 
of  three  parishes  and  a  fortnightly  front  gate  collection  in 
remainder  of  the  district.

Disposal  at  two  refuse  tips  leased  by  the  Council,  is  carried  out 
on  controlled  tipping  principles. 

At  one  tip  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with  indiscriminate 
tipping  by  unauthorised  persons. 

The  Council  are  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  two  additional 
sites  for  refuse  disposal  at  strategic  points  in  the  area.
